Palmer, May 1st, 1873. 
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Thk Lot term, which commenced about 
the middle of last week, culminated on the 
4th, when a succession of refreshing show¬ 
ers cooled the heated air and brought relief 
to suffering humanity. In mauy places the 
thermometer indicated from 98 to 10G in the 
shade. Hereabouts the highest was 102. 
We may have other hot terras this summer, 
but they cannot be ranch hotter than the 
one we have just passed through. 


The showers on the Fourth spoiled a 
good many celebrations. The Montague 
picnickers, to the number of three or four 
thousand, got wet more or less, and lost 
the best part of the excursion. At Ware 
the Irish picnic was thoroughly demoral¬ 
ized, and the Sabbath school children barely 
saved themselves and their provisions be¬ 
fore the shower came on. The result was 
about the same elsewhere. But the rain 
was welcome to the thirsty earth, and did 
immense good. 

College degrees are gettiug to be un¬ 
commonly cheap and meaningless nowa¬ 
days.

Nothing reported to the press-men at 
the Jubilee in Boston caused a heartier 
laugh than the accounts given of applica¬ 
tions made to join the chorus.

There is no longer doubt of the safety 
of Dr. Livingstone, the African traveler, if 
we can credit dispatches to the New York 
Herald. Mr. Stanley, the Herald corres¬ 
pondent, met him at Ujiji last October and 
journeyed with him till December. Liv¬ 
ingstone was in good health, sunburnt 
and grey-bearded. There is probably no 
longer room for doubt as to the safety of 
Livingstone, but why he keeps himself lost 
in Africa so long is not quite so clear. Mr. 
Stauley reports that several of the Central 
African tribes are at war and he found it 
difficult to reach Dr. Livingstone. The 
doctor expects to be employed two years 
more in exploring the streams and lakes of 
Africa.__

nipesaukee, N. H., occupying three days and 
including a visit to Alton Bay, Wolfboro, 
Centre Harbor and Plymouth, with a full 
day among the islands and charming scene¬ 
ry of the lake.

News of the Weelt. 

A drunken man jumped from the noon 
express train at Hartford Saturday, aDd 
was picked up for dead, but it was found 
that only his arm was broken. He was 
sent to the hospital. 

Daniel Morgan, a fireman on the Ver¬ 
mont Central Railroad, fell Monday evening 
from his engine near White River Junction, 
while under a high rate of speed, and re¬ 
ceived injuries which will render his re¬ 
covery doubtful. 

There is an alarming increase of the 
death-rate in New York since the summer 
season began. The number of deaths last 
week was 7G9, or at the rate of 41 per 1000 
per annum. 

Conductors on the New Bedford trains 
distribute pond lillies among their pas¬ 
sengers. Nice fellows! 

Bishop Ames of the Methodist Church 
considers the separate education of the 
sexes a relic of barbarism. 

Mrs. Jennie Brouson, late Holbrook, ac¬ 
cused of shooting the present Mrs. Hol¬ 
brook in New Orleans, has been admitted 
to bail in the sum of §1000.

The new Erie management has institut¬ 
ed an action for §10,000,000 damages 
against Jay Gould. The direction claims 
that it can prove that he has appropriated 
legitimate earnings of the road to his own 
use. 

The Union Lightning Rod Company, in 
attempting to defraud a citizen of Stcrliug, 
Mass., has been checkmated, and for the 
“little game” has had to pay the sum of 
§76.50. 

The New York street car conductors 
steal watches from their unsuspecting pas¬ 
sengers. One fellow arrested recently had 
three time pieces on his person, which he 
had stolen. 

A Union passenger depot will be erected 
at Montpelier for the joint use of the Ver¬ 
mont Central and Wells River Railroads. 

One hundred and eight females fainted 
at the Coliseum last Saturday, owing to 
the excessive heat, and were carried to 
the firemen’s headquarters in the building 
where restoratives were applied, and all 
recovered. 

Seven loaded oil cars caught fire from a 
passing engine Saturday morning near 
Palmyra, N. Y., and were entirely consum¬ 
ed. Both tracks of the road for some dis¬ 
tance were destroyed. Loss heavy. 

Over G00.000 barrels of petroleum oil 
changed hands at Titusville, Pa., on Satur¬ 
day, the sales amounting to §2,000,000.

The Gilmore Jubilee has at last played 
out, finding its finis on the Fourth of July. 
After the first week it was a forced thing, 
and went hard, though every effort was 
made to keep the singers together and ex¬ 
cite public interest. The great chorus 
dwindled away, and the auxiliaries failed to 
fill the void made by the departure of the 
original singers. To tell the truth, the Ju¬ 
bilee has been little else than a big show, 
intended to fill the pockets of Gilmore and 
his company of stockholders, and though 
it possessed merit as a musical performance, 
it will not promote the art of music. It 
was too much of one thing, and the poor 
singers who performed for nothing and 
paid their own expenses got tired of con¬ 
tributing to Gilmore’s treasury. Mr. Gil¬ 
more will no doubt supplement his Jubilee 
with other performances and end the pro¬ 
gramme with a lottery of the Coliseum. 
Whether the winds of heaven will come to 
his aid and demolish the big barn, as they 
did in '69, we have yet to sec. 


Our neighbor, the Springfield Republi¬ 
can, is alarmed about Gen. Butler. It says 
he is preparing to take the field for the 
Governorship again, which we very much 
doubt. He would be glad to take Wilson’s 
place as U. S. Senator, and is no doubt 
squinting in that direction. But Mr. Wash¬ 
burn is making a popular Governor, and we 
see no reason why he should not be con¬ 
tinued another year or two. We do not 
know what freak Gen. Butler may be up to, 
but with last year’s experience in view he 
will be likely to postpone his race for the 
Governorship till another time. The Dem¬ 
ocrats aud Greeley men threaten to take up 
Gen. Bartlett of Pittsfield as candidate for 
Governor, but if he is as good a Republi¬ 
can and Grant man as he professes to be, 
he will not be anxious to train in that party, 
nor run against Mr. Washburn. 

Commencements.— This is the season of 
literary festivities. Amherst college comes 
next week with its annual exercises, to be 
followed by the Agricultural college the 
week after. It seems in bad taste that all 
these interesting aud busy occasions should 
come in the warmest of our summer weath¬ 
er, when people are anxious to keep cool 
and quiet. 


Last week it was announced that Horace 
Greeley would be on show at the Boston 
Jubilee, but as Grant had been there, Mr. 
Greeley declined to put in an appearance. 
Nothing daunted, Charles W. Slack and 
several other Greeleyites formed them¬ 
selves into a committee and posted off to 
New York after the modern Cinciunatus. 
They succeeded. Greeley’s weakness is 
flattery, and he came on by boat to the Ju¬ 
bilee Tuesday night, aud before entering 
the audience room of the Coliseum made a 
visit to the Press room, where he made a- 
speech to the newspaper men, which was no 
credit to him as a candidate for the Presi¬ 
dency. His entrance to the audience room 
was the signal for a little enthusiasm, but 
there was no great sensation. 


R. R. Accidents. —Frederick Lincoln, a 
brakeman on the New Loudon Northern 
road, received fatal injuries in New Lon¬ 
don, Conn., by being struck by a bridge 
Saturday. Frederick Schufelt of Monson, 
Canada, a brakeman on the same road, was 
riding on a platform car near Montville, 
Conn., when an iron rail with which the 
car was loaded struck a tree and swept him 
off throwing him completely through a 
heavy board fence. He died Sunday.

The fortnight ending lust Saturday was 
one of the roo 6 t remarkable for its intense 
heat and frightful storms to be found in the 
weather records. Thunder storms suc¬ 
ceeded each other with alarming rapidity, 
often accompanied by wind which swept 
the country with terrible devastation, jii)d 

incessant lightning which descended in fa¬ 
tal or destructive bolts in numerous places. 
Meantime the heat was unabated and men 
and beasts were stricken down by its e£, 
fects. Those who had beliove.ff in Pluuta- 
mour’s comet were easily convinced that 
these pertubations iii the atmosphere were 
the result of the approaching spectre of 
tlie sky, while others, looking for the crash j 
of all things terrestrial, foresaw in the' 
phenomena the fulfillment of all their pre¬ 
dictions.

Unfit for President. 

In his able speech* made a t Worcester re¬ 
cently, Judge Hoar said ol Horace Greeley: 

Mr. Greeley is unfit for this great office, as shown 
bv rashness, timidity, and want ol judgment in 
great public exigencies. In July, 1861, ho imder- 
took to teacli General Scott the art ol war. Keep¬ 
ing at the head of his paper the motto “On to Rich¬ 
mond,” taunting the military authorities with im¬ 
becility, imputing to General Scott that lie was not 
earnest in a desire to put down rebellion, he ex¬ 
cited a public sentiment which made the lorwara 
movement a necessity. Here, thousands of loyal 
lives paid for his Jolly and presumption. 

Again, iu the autumn of 1864, when the robelhon 
was driven to the wall, he undertook to put new 
hope into hi 6 despondent chief by undertaking to 
substitute negotiation for arms, expressing ins 
willingness to pay tlie old slave owners for their 
slaves at the public charge. Whether be has 
changed his mind in this particular I do not know. 
He is.unfit for this great office, as shown by^lns 
changing his opinion for tbp sake of the Presiden¬ 
cy. He now pretends to bp in fayoy pf the one- 
term principle, as a means of defeating bis com.- 
petitor. Hut in June. 1871, in a public speech, he 
recommended the renomination of General Grant, 
and avowed he would be better qualified for a sec¬ 
ond term than the first, saying “Gen. Grant neVer 
has been defeated and he never will be.” 

Mr. Greeley has been tried in public office, once 
as a member of Congress for a short term, once as 
a member of the New York Constitutional Con¬ 
vention. A weaker and more worthless member 
never took a seat in either. Mr. Greeley is unfit 
for this office, and totally unable to form sound 
judgments as to character or to discriminate be¬ 
tween good men and bad.
